OHN STUDD HAS a chip 

on his big shoulder. He hates 
everyone. He thinks everyone is 
against him. And he wrestles to 
the absolute limit. 

Pitted against someone like 
Blackjack Mulligan, Studd is 
comfortable within the 
hurricane of violence. He is 
contemptuous of anyone who 
dosn’t brawl and use foreign 
objects. Studd can’t get up for 
such matches. 

But that’s the only way Mike 
Graham knows how to wrestle. 
He doesn’t cheat or knee his foes 
in the groin. He is the 
consummate scientific wrestler. 
Indeed, Graham is a gentleman. 

Sull, don’t get Graham 
angry. If he sees a foe is 
taking advantage of him, he'll 
go berserk. He ‘won't do 
dirty tricks, but he will 
unleash some heavy violence. 

Against that background, 
the result of the first round 
match between Studd and 
Graham becomes easier to 
understand. Studd entered 
the ring, disdainful of 
Graham. Mike tries to 
conduct a clean match, but 
Studd would have no part of 
it. All the big man cared 
about was blood-letting. He 
thought Graham, a scientific 
wrestler, would be an easy 
prey. Studd slipped a foreign 
object from his trunks and 
tried to rip apart Graham's 
skull. Yet Graham slipped 
away and knocked Studd off 
his feet. The foreign “object

TEMPER can either de- 
stroy him or help him. Every 
wrestler needs that fiery 
motivation, the catalyst to 
fling him beyond reasoned 
restraint and into inspired 
grappling. 

For a while, Steamboat’s 
temper controlled his career. 
He piled up a record number 
of disqualifications, some of 
them occurring with the 
match already won. That is 
stupid. 

Steamboat had to learn to 
harness his temper. Maybe 
he’s finally discovered the 





secret. Certainly his match 
against Jim Brunzell was an 
invaluable aid in seeing how 
disciplined rage can win 
a match. 

In a _ Brunzell-Steamboat 
bout, good tough maneuvers 
are the rule. Yet both men 
teeter on the edge of anger 
and constrained brawling. 
This time, they teetered

Santana has the skill and 
dedication to be a champion. 
But little things, knowing 
when to lean a certain way, 


when to move, when not to 
move, come only with dozens 
of matches. Santana’s_ in- 
experience showed against 
Bravo. Plus one other 
important factor. 

For several months, 
Santana has concentrated on 
teaming with Ivan Putski. 
Obviously, that effort has 
been successful, for they 
captured the WWF tag team 
championship. Still, wrestling 
in a team and _ individually 
are two different experiences. 
Perhaps Santana was a bit 
rusty. Perhaps he neglected 
to focus solely on his foe 
and waited for his partner to 
aid him.

OTH THEIR FIRST round 
matches were more brutal 
than either had intended.

Von Erich became embroiled 
in a brawl with Chavo 
Guerrero, a shocker since both 
are exponents of clean 
wrestling. Nevertheless, Von 
Erich managed to triumph by 
applying the clawhold, a move 
he rarely uses on any but the 
worst of rulebreakers. 

Von Erich was presented with 








an obvious disadvantage: size. 
Under no circumstances 
could he venture too close to 
Andre. In-fighting with the 
Giant would be suicidal. Thus 
Von Erich had to devise a 
strategy enabling him to launch 
long-range attacks. The most 
obvious method would be a 
flying dropkick. 

As for Andre, he was faced 
with a challenging confrontation. 
Here was a small and faster foe, 
a youngster with enthusiastic 
determination. Snaring David 
would be difficult. Andre had to 
cut off the ring and deny Von 
Erich room to maneuver. Andre 
refrained from any quick 
lunges. Instead, he stalked Von 
Erich, carefully and slowly. 
David is a bright young man. He 
knew what Andre would do, 
just as the Giant knew what Von 
Erich would have to do 
for victory. 

Andre reduced Von Erich’s 
space in the corner to a small 
triangle. Then he stopped. Von 
Erich faked a hand jaband spun 
to his left, away from the fake 
and Andre’s tilting frame. This 
gave Von Erich some maneuver- 
ability. He unfurled a brilliant 
flying dropkick, his feet landing 
solidly against Andre’s 
stomach. Little damage was 
done.

Flair grabbed 
Graham’s right arm and flung 
him across the ring. Graham 
landed on his back, legs raised 
toward Flair. This seemed likea 
quick bout. 

Just as Flair clutched 
Graham's leg, he rolled away. 
Flair was stunned and grabbed 
wildly at Graham. But he wasn’t 
there. Graham got behind Flair 
and applied a headlock. Flair 
struggled, blood reddening his 
cheeks, his breath short and 
effortful.

INO BRAVO MADE a 

big mistake when he wres- 
tled Hulk Hogan in the 
semifinal round. Since he 
capitalized on Tito Santana’s 
inexperience to win in the 
opening round, he felt he could 
get by an even more inexperi- 
enced Hulk Hogan with the 
same ease. Bravo’s years in the 
sport should have told him 
otherwise. 

Hulk Hogan cannot be 
judged by standards set by other 
wrestlers. His incredible 
strength overrides his 
inexperience. With a simple 
expansion of his 63-inch chest, 
Hogan breaks any previous 
mold. 

Bravo set the early pace by 
armdragging Hogan to the mat 
twice in succession. He 
attempted the maneuver a third 
time, but Hogan tensed his right

arm, planted his feet firmly on 
the canvas, and Bravo went 
rolling to the mat alone.

the elbow smash. With Hogan’s 
back still turned away from the 
center of the ring, Bravo rose to 
his feet and delivered a perfect 
dropkick to  Hulk’s _ back. 
Hogan stumbled face-first into 
the ropes, and as he bounded 
backward, Dino caught him in 
an abdominal stretch.

The Giant had to surmount 
three brutal rounds before he 
could gain the final round. 
Greg Valentine opened the 
festivities for Andre. The 
sadistic master of the figure- 
four leglock thought sheer 
brutality and cruelty would lead 
to victory. Valentine hadn't 
counted on Andre’s immense 
courage and tenacity. Against 
David Von Erich in the quarter- 
finals, Andre was faced with a 
strong young man still years 
away from his prime. Young- 
sters, often possessed by 
innocent idealism, pose a 
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PATERA 
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problem for Andre. Yet he 
managed to draw upon_ his 
reserves and beat the young 
scientific wrestler. 

Ric Flair’s semi-final 
challenge posed Andre’s 
greatest theat.

obviously not as_ strong, 
Patera’s immense strength 
nearly matches Andre’s. He is 
quicker and far meaner.
